- Bur ſuppoſe he'd had the freedom to gb to thete Metringhoviſe ( for 


he is not very ſcrupulous in thetePbints : He can hear Prerhyterian, Epif- 
 copal, Papiſt, yea a Turk or Heathen make a good difcourte ) yer he could 


not do it at that juncture: For he was ſure, it would give great offence 


to very many of both ſides. Some were already ftambling to ſee him 


ſo trequently converſing with the Proveſt; and he tan i e them, 


chat cry d to him in the High ſtreet, Turm Coat, Turn Cont. 


And further, his ſimple going to their Meeting would not have gi- 
| had conform'd in a hundred other things: 
He behoved to have forſaken all his old Friends. In a word, he was o 
learn a new Language. It effended them, when heicalPd a Miniſtery 
A Minifter, Curate you muſt ſay. if you'l be a true Proſelyte. When no 
wards could prevail wih him, they try more ſevere and cruel meaſures, 
by doing him great Ads of Injuſtice and Oppreſfion. They quarter up- 
on him Men add Harfes which was never done before, to him nor an 
of his Emplay in that place. Nor was there any neceſſity roquarter 
him, for it can be inſtructed, that 14 Families next to his had not fo 
much as one Man, or Horſe; and he had 4 of each ſott. thò it was a foot 
Regiment. Nor had he any Accommodation for ſach Lodgers, but 
was forced to ſet theſe Horſes ima Room without Heck or Manger, full 
of Houſhold · pleniſning. There were alſo Billets drawn upon him for 
the Dane /; but he was turn d cut ot Doors, as you fall hear, before they

And, which was yet more Unreaſonable; and tended more to the

I heſe moſt Cruel and Unjuſt Methods having nd more effect, thaff 
the former, they fall on a third, which was to leſſ n his Salary. And 
therefore on the 12 of Ofober 8g they make an Act, reducing it from 
400 to Zoo Merksa year, after Martimas then next : Lower at that 
time they could not go; For the Doctor has 200, and it had been a 
ſhame to level the Maſtec with the Doctor: But the Proveſt told Mr. 
Kirkwood, that Doctor was to be turned out, and they were to give leſs 
to another: And then they might ſtep a little lower; for it was as law- 
ful to reſtrict his Salary to one, or two; as ro 300 Merks.

And is it not very ſtrange, that 
one party ſhould deſtroy a Contract, and make a new one without the 
knowledge and conſent of the other? This is down right contrary to 
_ very Nature of all Contracts; for they imply a mutual conſent of

On the 19 of Offober (8 dayes after it was made) the Proveſt ſent for 
Mr. Kirkwood to his Chamber, and intimated the Add. He ſomewhat 
ſurprized with the thing, reply*d, Tu 4 Queſtion, if ll ſubmit to your Act: 
If you will not, reply*d the other, you muſt flit and remove. That's another 
Queſtion, ſaid Mr. Kirkwood, | 


In ſhort, for it were tedious to relate here all that paſt, you have it at 
large in the other Account, and it is ſufficient to ſhew here, that before 
that day eight dayes another Maſter was brought from Edinburgh, who 
by Act of Council was ſettled, and Mr. Kirkwood deprived of his Office, 
and ordained to remove from it ar Martimas then next. He that day 
took Inſtruments. in face of Council, that he was willing to ſerve accor- 
ding to agreement; as his Inſtruments bear of the date 26 of Ofober 8g. 


. Now ſuppoſe (which. muſt not be granted) the Town had power ei- 
ther to leſſen his Sajary, or to put him away without a fault / for hither- 
to they did not {o much as pretend the leaſt ſhadow of any miſdemeanour 
And certainly, it they had known any, they would not. have ſall'd to 
lay it to his chatge) that ought to be done legally and juſtly; according

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to the Laws and Practick of this Nation. No Maſter cati remove his 
Tenant, Cottar or Servant after this manner. 14 dayes is a very ſum- 
mary warning to turn a Man with a numerous Family of young Chil- 
dren out of doors in the cold of Winter. Nor can Martimss be his Term, 
as is proycd in the larger Information. | 


Alfter ſo much hard Uſage, — and Injuſtice, he thinks ic more 


than time to ſeek out for a Remedy, looking on the Town Council, as 
both Judge and Party. And therefore he makes his Application to the 
Lords of Council and Seſſion, by giving in to them, one Bill to ſuſpend 
the Towns Act of Deprivation; another to Advocate the caule of re- 
moving from his houſe, and a third to ſuſpend an Act, wheteby they 
moſt unjuſtly fin'd him in 200 mer ks. 


This laſt about the Fine, is a buſineſs that highly concerns Mr. Kirk- 
wood; not ſo much, as to his Purſe; as his good Name : For they there- 
by ſtigmatize him with one of the Blackeſt Crimes a Man can be guilty 
of, calling him openly at the Bar, and in their Informations to the 
Lords, A Reviler of the Gods of bis People: By Gods meaning the 27 Mem- 
bers of the Town Council; ſo that the Deacons of the Webſters, Sutors 
and Taylors in Lithgow are Gods ſorſooth! They alledging, ( for Mr. 
Kirkwood politively denies it) he ſaid, The Town Council may think ſhame of 
their Adling: T heſe are the words in their Act of Amerciament, for 
which he is called, 4 Reviler of the Gods ; But too much of this here. 
There's a large and a full account given of this buſineſs in a Paper by it 
ſelf, which well deſerves to be intitul'd; The Hiſtory of the twenty ſeven Gedi 
of Lichgow ; wherein you ſhall ſee ſuch ridiculous and droll ſtuff, (uch 
wild and extravagant Acts, ſuch cruel and illegal Pranks, that tho you 
made ſearch into the whole Records of all the Burghs in this — 
from their firſt erection to this day, you ſhall not meet with any thing, 
that can parallel this. Here you'l ſee one Baily cauſing drag another 
to Priſon, tor words that had paſt betwixt themſelves at Court; and he 
breaking Priſon, is hal'd to it again by his own Officer to the great 
amazment and laughter of hundreds of Peaple. Here you may read 
how one Baily calls other two in face of Council (the ore fitting Preſes 
at that time). Perjured Villains, and Knaves. Here you'l (ce lome Burgel- 
ſes, even ot the beſt rank in the Burgh, ſtaged for not taking oft their 
Cape, when they paſt by the Proveſt in the ſtreer, tho ſtanding at a 
tolerable diſtance ; others for taking it off and making too low a leg. In 
a word, Innocent, harmleſs, dumb Beaſts do not eſcape their füty, 
for Baily Turnbul, now my Lord Provelt ſhut up in clols Prilon within

Wich pardon for this, tis ſufficient here, you know, that this buſt:

to it: For he was deprived of his office; yea, another Schoolmaſter 
was brought from Edinburgh, before this had any being: So that to 
alledge, or infer any thing from it, as the Cauſe, or Occaſi n of the 
ofher..is ofall things in natur the moſt monſtrous. Iisſo make the 
Eflect precede the Caule, as it one ſhould aver the ſon to be in the world 
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many years before che Father was born. 


Io reiurn therefore again to our Point beſides the three Bill, he gave 
in alſo a Petition humbly begging heir Lordſhips would be pleaſed to 
dilculs the. Caule upon the Bil which was granted; and recommen- 
ded to my Lord 4heryehsl, the Ordinary at at time to heat both Par- 
ties; and incaſe of difficulty to make regort to the whole Lords. 


After that the Caule was ſeveral times debated at the Bar, and Re: 
port made to their Lorſhips, they found, that the Town could not re- 
move Mr. Kirkwood either from his Charge of School maſter, ot from 
his Honſe At that time: upon that ground, and After that manner, as the In- 
gerloquitor at more length bears, of the date 12 December 8g, They did 
indeed ſuſtain the Fine upon a miſtake, and recali'd it in their next. 


The day following the Town gave in a Petition reclaiming againſt 
tlie Sentence, and deliring a new Hearing upon other Grounds, . The 
Lords being moſt willing ro do them all the Juſtice Law could allow, 
granted their Requeſt. D 3 


I he Point they had to prove, was, That Mr. Kirkwood had dimitted 
his Charge, and Simpliciter reſuſed. to ſerve any longer. The Town at 
firſt thought his retufing 10 ſerve upon Diminution of his Salary, was a 
ſuſfcient Dimiſſion : And therefore they deſire a new Hear ing to make 
good that Point by other Arguments. Mr. Stuart, Brother to Colineſs

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Firſt, ſaid he, Mr. Kirkwood took his leave of his Scholacs, andexhar-- 
Nee e ee 


dimitted. It was anlwered, Thar after the Key ofthe School was taken 
violently out ot his Pocket by the Tawn Officers, as Inſtrumeuts then 
taken (11 Now 89.) bear; he made indeed a Diſcoutſe to his Scholars 
for half an hour, moſt ſer ĩouſſy recommending to them their Dy to 
GOD and Man; particularly exhorting them to be obediegt aud ſub. 
miiſi re to all ſupreme Powers, whom GOD in His Providence ſet over 
them; to all ſubordinate Rylers,, Magiſtrates, Parents and whatever 
Malters they might have afier him. The Lords found this made for, 
and not againſt him; being a very great Symtom of a-peaccable ſpitit. 


The 24 argument was in theſe expreſs words : Mp, Kirkwood went into - 


the School, and welcomed the new.. Maſter, by taking him by the hand 
and wiſhing him all Joy and Happinels in his Charge. This laid Mr. 
dtuart, is an unanſwerable Argument, and a moſt certaia homologati- 
on of bis d imiſſion. And to ſpeak the truth, it made Mr. Kirkwoods 
Advocates look one to another: but being a matter ot Fact ic was fitteſt 
to be anſwered by himſelſ, and therefore he ſaid to the judge: My:Lord, 
1+ it can be inſtructed, that I have ſet my foot within the School, ſince 
that man, whom they call their: Sehoob maſter entred it; yea, or that 
Iſpoke to him all my lite within, or without the School, about that, or 
any other Affair, I ſhall loſe the Cauſe. I wonder, my Lord, continu- 
ed he, how Men, «ho preiendfo great ſtrictneſs in mattets ot Religion 
can contrive meet Falſhoods and Lies, to carry on an unjult Cauſe. James 
Stuart, ſaid my Lord, ſpeaks as he is informed. l am ſorry, my Lord, 
reply'd Mr. Kirkwood, ſuch Ioformers ſhoald be our Refot met. 
This Hearing, being teported to the Lords, they again confirm their 
former Interloquitor in Mr. Kirkwoods favours, unlels' the Town could 
produce under bis hand a Dimiſſion, or he durſt not depone he did it 
not in face of Council. The firſt they could not do, and he was clear 
to do the other. a | * „„ 
Upon this fell out a very deep deſiga or (to give it a more proper 
name) a- Helliſu Plot aga ĩnſt . Ki-kwood z not his pexſon, but, which 
is worſe, his good name: For the Proveſt did contrive a way to make 
him erernally Infamous, by proving him Pet jured, it he ſnuld depone 
he did not dimit: But, thanks to the Almighty, he eſcapꝭt, and the 
Gontrivers are fallen into the Pit, they digg*d for another. 


It were too tedious to relate this Story here, and we haye no will to 


make a 24 digreſſion. I is done to the lite in the larger Information, 
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For they ate equal to Demonſtrations, and by their Conſequence moſt of 
the Town Council according to the Proveſts Principles are Perjured, or 
yet in the ſenſe Baily Bear in face of Council call'd Baily Higgins and 
: Baily Smith Per juted Knaves, and tho Law does not reach, them as 
- guilry of this horrid iniquity, yet they will be found to have made a 
- moſt deliberate, malicious, and Judicial Lie, which is certainly in the 


next degree to Perjury. 


The Town having loſt this Plea, makes another Act on the 25 of 
' December 8g. ordaining ur. Kirkwood to remove ar Candlemas then next. 
Tis ſtill an illegal and ſlummaty Warning. there not beine 40 days to 
the Term: To lay nothing of the un lawfulneſs, and untcalonableneſs 
of forcing any Perſon to flit in the middle of Winter with a numerous 
Family of young Children, it being to be ſuppoſed, there are not then 
houſes to be ſer. It might alſo be ad ed, that this Act was made ( as 
Laws then ſtood) on a day (eta part for another work: The Lords of 


Sc ſſion nor chen daring fit according to Law. | 


Mr. Kirkwooddid alſo ſuſpend this Act, which being debated ſeveral 
times at the Bar before the Lord Philiphaugh, at laſt after a full hearing 
on the 28 ot Jan. go, his Lordſhip told both Parties, he would report on 
the laſt ot that moneth : and therefore deſired them to prepare their 


Informations. 


Mr. Kirkwood accordingly diſperſed his amongſt the Lords; but the 
Town in ſtead of theirs gave in a Petition, deſiring a new hearing be- 
fore report. The Lords granted their defire, but iu the mean time dif- 
charg:d any execution to be uled againſt the ſuſpender, as the delive- 
raice of their Bill bears. 


This Hearing was to be on the 4h of Feb: and could not be ſooner, 
that being Tu:/d:y, and yet on the 3d of that moneth, contrary to the 
expreſs Sentence and Order of the Lords; contrary to the very Import 
and d ſian of their own Petition, contrary to the Rules of honeſty and 
and human Society, and contrary to the nature ot their Statio i and Of- 
fice, they clandeſtinly and treacherouſly eject miſtreſs Kirkwood with 
her Children and Servants, he being in Edinbumh attending the Plea. 
The particularsot this Action, being very remarkable are fully related:

On the ſaid ſourth day the Caule is debated, neither Party knowing; 


what was done at Lithgow on . 1 A few minutes after the Debate 
Mr. Kirkpywood receives a Letter from his W ite. giving ſome little account 
of this buſineſs. — he acquaints his Adyocates, whereat 
they being exceedingly aſtoniſh't, bid him ſhew the Letter to my Lord 
Philiphaugh. He no leſs amaz d, promiſed to call both Parties to the 
Bar without fail the next day; tho he had told them, he was to Report 
before any further hearing; nor was it his Lordſhips turn to come out 
that day to the Bar; but this being an — pou Emergency, be 
ſaid, he thought it his Duty toenquire after the Reaſons of ſo illegal, and 
unjuſt an Action. Accordingly both Parties meeting at the Bar, Mr. 
Kirkwwoods Advocates, ( viz, Sir Patrick, Hume, Commiſſar Dalrymple, and 
Mr. William Monipenny)) immed iately fall on that head, and ſevetely 
challenge the Towns Act; laying , it was the height of injuſtice, an ex- 
ceeding great contempt of Authority; and an unparallelable inſtance of 
a I reacherous and Deceitful Dealing with the Lords. The Town, ſaid 
they, gave in a Petition, deſir ing another hearing, and yet were reſol- 
ved (as the Event proves) in the mean time to Act, as if they had 
gain d the Cauſe. Mr. Saar anſwered, he knew nothing of it; aud fot 
. ought he could think, it was a meer Caiumny . For there was nothing 
to inſtruct the verity of the action, but Miſtreſs Krkwoods Letter. Ple 
hazard the Cauſe, repli'd her Husband, on the truth of my Wifes 
Letter. The Maſter of Sair, now My Lord Secretary, then the Kings 
Advocate, and employed by the Town, ſtood amazed to hear of the 
wild and extravagant actings of his Clients: At length he ſaid; They 
have hugely prejudged their own Cauſe; and ſo went from the Bar. 
This was all that was done at that time. f 
On the 91h of Feb. the Cauſe being reported, the Lords did further 
recommend to My Lord Philiphaugh to diſcuſs the Reaſons of Sulpenſi- 
on upon the Bill, and in the mean time ſtop'r all execution; as the 
Interloquitor at more length bears: For in this Plea there are many 
Heads to be diſcuſt, ſuch as j. Vhetber or no, it's in the Towns power to leſ- 
ſen Mr. Kirkwoods Salary; Whether they can — bim of his Office with- 
out a fault, giving him a legal Warning &c. That they could not leſſen

had he not quickly let go his grip, they-certainly had carried away the 
trunck of his Body leaving the armes in a very odd figure. 

Miſtreſs Kirkwood having tor ſhame of her busk run below a ſtaĩr with 
her ſix Children, when ſhe ſaw her Husband hal'd away by the Officers, 
her ſhame evaniſht and a panick fear ſeiz'd on her, thinking they were 
going to —— But ſhe was miſtaken: They were not ſo cruel, 
as ſhe fancied. They only hurried him away to Priſon, and ſhut him

Thus he was dragg d ont of his omi houſe to Priſon, and out of ita; 

This looks Hiker a Romance, than a Law plea, 
nd would be uo ill Subject for a Comedie; it it could end well 
Ja ſhort, (for a larger Account of this paſſage is to be had elſewhere) 
tu. our Officers with other four mer, of which one was the Deacon of

y, or inadyertently z or, may be, out of want and necefity z and yet 
a Society, a Senate, or Town Council, who are. pickt or choſen out of 
a great number, as the Wileſt and moſt Intelligent in the place, and 
whoſe very Office it is to protect and deſend the Oppreſſod, paſs Scart free 
for moſt atrocious and horrid Crimes, perpetrated, not ta ſhly, or ignorant - 
ly; but moſt deliberately, and wittingly; not ance, or twice;but ſtequent 
ly, orer and over, again and again? It might be added, (were it not a lit- 
de off the purpoſe) not to one, two or three perions; butto a great numbet 
of all ſorts in that place, of which an Account may be had elfewhere.
